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Births, Two hundred and eighty live births occurred in the County, 539 births 
were transferred in, and 8 transferred out, making a total of 911 children born to 
mothers resident in the area, Four hundred and ten of the babies were males and 
401 females, 


The resultant birth rate per 1,000 estimated population was 20,5 as compared 
with 19,3 for 1956, 


Still=<Births, Six stillbirths occurred in the County, Two were due to 
macerated foetus, 1 premature labour, 1 twin pregnancy, 2 congenital abnormalities, 


Twelve still-births occurred in hospital outside the area, Five of the 
mothers had arranged to be confined at home, but were admitted to hospital as 
emergencies,

Maternal Mortality. Two maternal deaths occurred, One patient, very 
early in pregnancy, developed venous thrombosis and suffered repeated pulmonary 
emboli, the other succumbed to the eurrent influenza epidemic,

The infantile mortality rate has been very slightly reduced, though it is 
Still above that for Scotland, The reduction is due to a fall in the number of 
deaths in older babies between one month and one year of age, ‘The perinatal 
death rate, however, has risen disappointingly, the numbers of both still-births 
and neo-natal deaths being higher than last year, Of the very young children, 
two died at home and the remainder in hospital. As usual the biggest single 
Cause was prematurity,

Of the five babies dying between 1 month and 1 year, two had congenital 
abnormalities though the immediate cause of death for one of them was "bronchitis", 
one child of 10 weeks died of pneumonia, one of subdural abscesses and one of 
accidental suffocation, 


Marriages, The marriages number 321, equivalent to a rate of 8.1 pcr 
thousand estimated population, 


Deaths, Deaths from all causes corrected for transfers numbered 465, giving 
a death rate adjusted for age and sex distribution of 11,7 per thousand estimated 
population, 


Diseases of the heart and circulation continued to be the chief cause of 
death and were responsible for 35,5 per cent of total deaths, 


The relative importance of the various causes of death are shown below as 
a@ percentage of the total deaths:—

(a) Expectant and Nursing Mothers. 


Ante=-natal clinics continue to be held at the County Hospital by the Area 
Obstetrician, Dr. Greig, and his staff, These clinics are attended by all 
patients booked for hospital confinement and by patients who have arranged to be 
confined at home, but who are sent by their Medical Practitioner for consultation. 


Mothercraft classes have been held in connection with this clinic, but owing 
to accommodation difficulties, attendance at these classes has necessitated a long 
wait for the patients and at the time of writing, arrangements are in hand to hold 
these classes at centres in Alloa and the Hillfoots,

The number of Child Welfare Clinics in the County is eleven, some being 
held weckly and others twice a month, Details of attendances at all Child

(c) Care of Premature Infants. 


A cot outfit is available for any premature baby born at home and not 
transferred to hospital, The cot is also used for such a child who requires 
transport. 


(a) Mother and Baby Homes, 
There are no Mother and Baby Homes in the County. 
(e) Welfare Foods. 


Distribution of welfare foods continucd as in the previous year from the 
main Centre in Marshill, Alloa, and from Child Welfare Clinics,

(f) Dental Care, 


The number of mothers and children attending the Clinic increased by 37% and 
24% respectively over the previous year, While this would indicate a growing 
awareness of the service offered by the Local Authority there is still a great 
tendency on the part of parents to bring young children only for the relief of 
paing Statistics show that 93% of pre-school children required treatment and of 
these an average of 2,8 teeth were extracted for each child, Details of treatment 
given in Appendix No, 3, 


It is appropriate in this report to stress the importance of preventive 

asures to combat dental disease, Toothbrushing, withholding sweets from children, 
other methods of attempting to allay dental carics have not been successful, 
Fluoridation of water supplies, where this element is deficient in amount, has gone 
ar beyond the experimental stage and some remarkable results have been claimed, 

ven if a reduction of only 1% were obtained in dental decay the addition of fluorine 
would be of considerable value, 


a Midwif cry. 


Domiciliary midwifery is undertaken by the District Nurse-midwives employed 
by the local authority. There is no midwife resident in the area in private practice.

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The running of the service has been greatly eased by the purchase of cars 
for most districts, and relief between one district and another is facilitated, 
Analgesia:- Trilene wis given to 174 mothers and gas-and-air to 37.

Included in above return are four pairs of twins, so that a total of 292 
babies were delivered by County Midwives, Five were still births, One baby 
was delivered by 2 Private Practising Midwife, 


Two hundred and eighty=nine mothers were confined at home in the County 
compared with 481 in the local maternity unit. 


3. Health Visiting 


The shortage of Health Visitors continues, The employment of a nurse doing 
combined District Nurse-midwife - Health Visitor duties in two of the districts has 
proved successful, but has not been attempted in the more closely populated areas, 

In these areas, however, daily personal contact is possible between Health Visitors 
and District Nurse-Midwives, and indeed, the relatively small area of the County 
makes possible informal contact between all members of the staff and with Children's 
Officer, Welfare Officer and Hospital Almoner, See Table of Visits, Appendix No. 4, 


4, Home Nursing, 


While there have been some changes in the personnel of the District Nurse- 
Midwifery staff - the total number has been up to strength for the greater part of 
the year, 


The Council's decision to provide 1 car for each nursing district was most 
welcome, By the end of the year Ford 'Popular' cars were available to four nursing 
districts and to the Relief Nurse, 


A more detailed analysis of the home nursing work is shown in the table overleaf, 
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5. Domestic Help 

The number of cases attended was 196 compared with 168 the previous year. The 
steady growth of this service is shown in the following table giving comparative 
figures over the past three years,

The organisation and supervision of the service is now taking up a 
disproportionate amount of the time of the Nursing Superintendent. Consideration 
should now be given to the appointment of a lay assistant to undertake the office 
routine and a proportion of the visitation and supervision, 


6, Vaccination and Immunisation 


Propaganda for immunisation and smallpox vaccination continues to be carried 


Out, but there is still too high a proportion of children unprotected in their early 
years, 


) 36% of children born in 1956 were still unprotected against diphtheria and 
whooping cough by the end of 1957, and those unvaccinated reached the high pro- 
portion of 148%, 


There is an impression that some parents are dazzled by the novelty of 
protection against poliomyelitis and in their enthusiasm to register their child 
for this, overlook the fact that protection against the other diseases is still 
necessary and easily available. 


Poliomyelitis Vaccination 


Vaccination of registered children born in the years 1947 to 1954 continued during 
the year as vaccine (British made) became available. One thousand, five hundred and 


fifty school children and 1,069 pre-school children received the complete course of 
two injections, 


In May registration for vaccination was offered to children born in the years 


1955 and 1956 and also to children born in the years 1947 to 1954 and not previously 
registered , 


; Towards the end of the year the offer of vaccination was further extended to all 
children under 15 years and to cxpectant mothers. 


7. Prevention of Iliness, Care and After Care./ 
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7. Prevention of Illness, Care and After Care, 


Tuberculosis. 


There were 36 new cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, an increase of 1 from 
the previous year. Twenty-two of the new cases were male and 14 female, 


The distribution of cases by age groups shows a marked change, See 
graph below, There has been a considerable fall in the number of young women 
affected in the 5 to 25 age group. This group has hitherto been the most 
vulnerable and it seems likely that the change for the better is the result of 
the programme of B,C.G, Vaccination of School Leavers which has now been going 
on since 1952, The worst group now are men over 45 and, even more so, men 
over 55 years of age,

There were 326 known cases in the County at the end of the year compared 
with 324 on lst January, 


Three children were confirmed to be suffering from active primary 
tuberculosis and they required treatment in hospital and are included in the 
36 confirmed cases of pulmonary tuberculosis, There were 2 deaths from 
pulmonary tuberculosis,

One new case of non=pulmonary tuberculosis was notified and confirmed, 
This case was one of tuberculosis of bones and joints, There was 1 death from 
non—pulmonary tuberculosis, 


There were 23 cases in the County known to be suffering from non~pulmonary 
tuberculosis compared with 37 on lst January. 


Under the Schemes for the Care and After Care of Tuberculous Persons, 

free milk was granted to 12 tuberculosis patients for varying periods and vitamin 
food supplements were prescribed for most cases, A number of children from 
tuberculosis families were provided with free school meals, Sputum bottles, 
jisinfectants end home nursing aids were also provided where required, Under 
the Housing Points Scheme of the various Housing Authorities, priority was 
obtained for patients in need of re-housing, 


There were 864 attendances at the Alloa Chest Clinic and 1,506 routine 
lome Visits were paid by the Tuberculosis nurse,

Of the school leaving age 93 per cent acc@pted testing and vaccination. 
Twenty-three per cent were Tuberculin Positive on testing compared with 267% 
the previous year, 


One hundred and fifty-eight home visits were made by the doctors and 
hursing staff of the Health Department in respect of B.C.G,. Vaccination, 


Chiropody, 


The Chiropody Services for old people continued unchanged throughout the 
year, Only two areas (Menstrie and Clackmannan) have yet to develop services. 


Prevention of Home Accidents/ 
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Prevention of Home Accidents, 


The Committee formed by the County Council for this purpose continues to 
function, Members have been co-opted from various voluntary bodies and a panel 
of speakers enrolled who have carried out a programme of talks and films throughout 
the County, Health Visitors have continued to emphasise this aspect of parentcraft 
and displays have been arranged at Child Welfare Clinics. 


It is difficult to assess the effect of this work, The only figures available 
being these for accidents with fatal results, but the number of deaths due to 
accidents in the home has dropped from 4% to 2,3% of the total deaths in the County, 


Health Education, 


Members of the Staff of the Health Department visited numerous organisations 
and gave talks on health subjects, 


As noted elsewhere in this Report, classes for ante-natal mothers held in 
connection with the hospital clinic have been very poorly attended, It is hoped 
that more mothers will be able to come when these classes are transferred to more 
convenient meeting places and time, 


& Control of Infectious Diseases, 


Notifications of infectious discaze numbered 204 compared with 142 last 
year, Notifications of Pneumonia, Dysentery and Whooping Cough were all 
increased, 


Notifications were as follows:- Pneumonia, 97; Whooping Cough, 64; 
Dysentery, 28; Scarlet Fever, 8; Cerebro-Spinal Fever, 23; Puerperal Pyrexia, 1; 
Poliomyelitis, acute, 4. 


influenza, 


The pandemic of ‘Asian! type Influenza appeared in the County in mid-September, 
The illness was first noticed in school children, the school absence rate rising 
from 6% in the week-ending 13th September, to a peak of 25% in the weckeending 4th 
October, Individual schools, however, had an absence rate as high as 40% in some 
weeks, 


: The adult population was affected slightly later than the children, The 
Wational Insurance New Claims to Sickness Benefit (Alloa Office) first rose to over 
200 in the weck-ending 24th September, and the peak of New Claims was reached with 

in the week-ending 15th October, The epidemic took about 4 weeks to reach its 
height and some 8 weeks to subside, 


Six deaths were accredited to Influenza, 2 being the result of cerebral 
complications (Encephalitis and Meningitis). There were 28 notifications of 
Influenzal Pneumonia, 


In the vast majority of cases, however, the disease was quite mild, though it 


appeared at its sharpest in adolescents, 01d people appeared to be relatively 
immune, 


: An influenza vaccine specially prepared against the ‘Asian! strain of virus 
was made available for doctors, nurses, home helps, etc. The first batch of 
vaccine was not delivercd until the end of October when the epidemic was past its 
height, and its usefulness was, therefore, limited, 


infectious Diseases Hospital. 


There were 293 admissions to the Hospital comparcd with 215 last year, 
Again/ 
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Again the largest group of admissions consisted of respiratory infections. 
Pheumonia, 79; Bronchitis, 50; Influenza, 25; Croup, 7; Pleurisy, 4; ; 
Asthma, 3; Upper Respiratory infection, 9; Emphysema, 2. Influenzal Pneumonia, 20; 
Influenzal Encephalitis, 2; Influenzal Meningitis, 1; Pulmonar, Tuberculosis, 3; 
Pulmonary Emboli, 1. 


Alimentary infections numbered 21, most of these being very mild in nature. 
In 5 cases the Sonne dysentery bacillus was isolated, in 14 others no pathogenic 
organisms, One infection was due to Salmonella Para B, and one to B, Coli. 


Other infections, total 36, were as follows:- Measles, 9; Tonsillitis, fe 
Meningitis, 6; Scarlet Fever, 3; Whooping Cough, 3; Whoop:.ng Cough and 
Broncho=Pneumonia, 1; Measles and Pneumonia, 2; Rubella, 1; Rubella and 
Pneumonia, 1; Glandular Fever, 1; Pyelitis, 1; Rheumatic Fever, 1. There 
were 30 other admissions and these included a wide variety of conditions such 
as Leukaemia, 1; Coronary Thrombosis, 1; Intussusception, 1; Cardiac 
Pailure, 2; Phlebitis, 1; Abscess of Neck, 1; Drug Sensitivity, 1; Infant 
Feeding Disorders, 5; and a number of cases, mainly old persons, for Welfare 
Reasons, 


Twenty-four deaths occurred in Hospital, Two of the deaths were babies, 
one with Meningitis and one with Pneumonia. Three deaths in young adults, 
2 with Influenzal Encephalitis, and 1 Pulmonary Emboli after Childbirth, The 
remainder were elderly persons with Pneumonia and often with some other chronic 
condition such as congestive Cardiac Failure, 


Twenty-six of all cases admitted were from the Glasgow Area.

9. Mental Health Service 


Nine persons, 2 males and 7 females were certified and admitted to 
Belisdyke Mental Hospital under the Lunacy Act. Forty other patients were 
admitted to the Mental Hospital on a voluntary basis compared with 24 for 
1956. One mental defective female was admitted to Lennox Castle. There 
are 4, boarded out mental defectives from this area and 2 boarded out lunatics, 
In the care and after care of mental patients the Psychiatric Social Worker 
attached to Larbert Mental Hospital paid visits to 44 patients in Clackmannanshire, 
of which 1) were referred by the Child Guidance Clinic, Alloa, and 2 by the 
Psychologist. There are no occupation centres in the County. 


With the co-operation of the Board of Management and the Medical Superintendent 
of Bellsdyke Mental Hospital, a Child Guidance Clinic was commenced in the Health 
Department in October. A staff of two psychiatrists, a clinical psychologist and 
a psychiatric social worker have been provided from the Hospital. Three Clinics 


were held (one each month) when 7 new cases were examined and there were 4 re= 
attendances, 


__ The provision of this Service locally is most welcome, as, hitherto, children

10. Work under Nurseries and Child Minders! Repulation Act.

All blind persons in the County have wireless sets, seventy-cight of which 
were provided by The British Wireless for the Blind Fund, JSighteen wireless scts, 
Sixty-three batteries and twenty-six certificates for frec licence were issued, 


A young woman who has been blind for the past eight years and who persistently 
refused any form of help, wos persuaded to attend a course of rehubilitation, The 
resulting benefit in mobility, self-corfidence, and general outlook on life was 
impressively good, 


Deaf & Dumb and Hard of Hearing 
In September, the County Council entered into an agreement with the Edinburgh 
Deaf & Dumb Benevolent Society, to carry out the Council's functions in respect of 
the deaf & dumb persons resident in the County, The numbers on the County register 
at present are twenty adults and eight children, 


The lip reading class was cancelled this year, due to lack of support, 


A young badly disabled girl was sent to Anton House, Broughty Ferry, for a 
course of needlework for a period of two years, It is hoped that on completion of 
the course, the girl will be able to find sufficient employment at home to make her 
independent, 


Arrangements were made for a woman, who is paralysed in both legs to be 
re-housed in ground floor accommodation, 


An outside ramp and the necessary indoor alterations were made to enable this 
woman to get out of doors and to do most domestic work from her wheel chair, 


Section 4.7 - Removals 
One order was obtained for the removal to and detention in Orchard House, Stirling, 


of an elderly woman, who was unable to devote to herself, and was not receiving from 
others, proper care and attention.

Arrongements were made for the protection of the moveable effects of seven 
persons who were admitted to hospitals and Part III ,accommodation,

At the beginning of the year there were twenty-nine registered milk 
producers of which one held a "Certified" licence, twen'~-six "Tuberculin 
Tested" licences and two were not licensed for the production of Specially 
Designated Milk. 


During the year one "Tuberculin Tested" producer ccased production 
and the licence of another was suspended, 


At the end of the year therefore there were twenty-cight milk 
producers on the register one holding a "Certified" licence, twenty-five 
holding "Tuberculin Tested" licences, one of which was currently suspended 
and two un-licensed. 


In addition to the above mentioned producers, two Pasteurisers! 
licences were in force during the year. 


One hundred and four visits were paid throughout the year to premiscs of 
producers, pasteurisers and retailers and fowr hundred and twenty~six samples 
of milk were taken therefrom for bactcriological cxamination. lesults of 
thesc samples are given in Table 1 below, and where available corresponding 
figures for 1956 are given in brackets alongside.

# As there is no bacteriological standard for ordinary milk the 
tests applicable to "Tuberculin Tested" Milk have been applicd

The average number of samples taken during the ycar from cach of the 
two licensed pastcurisers was 44 cquivalent to 3,66 per month or almost 
one per weck. This comparcs favourably with the Department of Ncalth's 
_ that pastcurised milk should be sampled fortnightly at processing 
D. NUS e 


With regard to samplcs of milk taken from producers holding Certificd 
or Tuberculin Tested Licences the Department's records shew that 286 samples 
were takcn from 26 producers, an average of 11 samples per year per procucer 
or almost one per month as compared with onc per two months suggested by the 
Department of Health for Scotland. 


It will accordingly be sccn that the sampling activitics of the 
oo under the Milk (Special Designations) (Scotland) Order 1951 were 
on a 
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on a fairly comprehensive scale, Of thc 286 samplcs taken from producers 
which are referred to above, 229 or 80% satisficd all the prescribed tests, 
while of the 88 samples taken from the two licenscd pastcuriscrs 81 or 

92% satisficd the rclevant tests. 


Thc corresponding perecntages in 1956 were 86% for produccrs and 
96% for pasteurisers so that simply on a numcrical basis results for the 
year under reviow arc not so good as those for 1956. 


Allowing however for the chanecs and hazards inscparable from the 
business of milk production from ycar to ycar, for thc various impondcrables 
which can affect the bactcriological findings an’ rclating the numcrical 
results to known conditions at thc prcmiscs conccrned the outcome of the 
year's sampling activitics is not wsatisfactory. Indccd persistcntly 
poor results from onc farm from which wore taken 50% more samplcs than the 
average during the year, had the cffcct of matcrially depressing the ycar's 
percentage of satisfactory samplcs from all produccrs. 


This producer's record shewced that only 35% of this year's samples 
satisfied the bactcriological standards wreseribed by the Milk (Spceial 
Designations) (Scotland) Order 1951 and on the facts being reportcd to the 
Local Authority it was dccidcd to suspend his "Tubcreulin Testcd" Liccnec. 


An appcal to the Scerctary of State for Scotland against this 
decision was dismissed and the i’ ccnec was accordingly suspcendcde 


Conditions cxpcericnecd at the two licenscd pastcurising plants, which 
were regularly visitcd during the ycar, were on the whole good, Ona few 
occasions only was it found neccssary in the case of onc plant to stress the 
need for morc care in clcaning somc parts of thc apparatus. 


Regular inspections of rctail dairy prcmiscs werc also carricd out 
throughout 1957. Conditions found werc considered satisfactory. These 
premises arc all wcll cquipped and managed. 


Twenty-three washcd bottles were takcn Curing the ycar for 
bactcriological cxamination of which scvcentccn met the accepted standards. 


Twenty-one of the registcrcd producers scll milk wholesale only and 
five sell milk by retail. At the cnd of the ycar there were thirtcen milk 
distributors, the samc as last year. All milk uscd in the County is sold 
under one or othcr of the Spccial Designations "Certificd", "Tuberculin 
Tested", or "Pastcurised", 


In view of the fact that all Dairy Herds in the County arc on the 
Attestcd Herds Register and that for many ycars past biological sampling 
for B. Tubcrculosis has invaricbly given ncgative results it was dccided 
to discontinuc routine biological sompling during the yoar, 


Such sampling will only be undertaken in future in specific instanecs 
where it is considercd ncecssary or desirable. : 


The improvement in the Dairy Trade in the County rcfcorrcd to last year 
was continucd but it is to be regretted that, so far as procuccrs are 
conecrnecd, the general standard, though not unsatisfactory, is unduly 
depresscd by the poor results of onc or two individual produccrs; onc of 
these producers had his “fubcreulin Testcd" Licence suspended during the 
oie already mcntioncd, and it is hoped that some betterment will 
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Tce Cream (Scotland) Regulations, 1945. 


Administration of these Regulations was carried out smoothly through- 
out the year and no great trouble was encountered, Prenmiscs registered 
for the manufacture, storage and sale of ice cream were periodically visited 
and manufacturing’ methods were strutinised. Apart from a few small matters 
which required the attention of ice cream producers and which were 
jnvariably remedied when their attention was drawn thercto no ground for 
complaint arose,

As in former years by far the greater proportion of foodstuffs 
condemned consisted of canned goods and these had to be dealt with usually 
because of bacterial spoilage and/or damaged containers, 


Food Hygiene. 


Work in this fio!ld continued along the lines indicated in last year's 
Repor®: ond every effort was made in scason and out of season to keep this 
important matter in the forefront of the thoughts of these directly concerned 
with the food trades, 


Even/ 
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Even to the casual observer who cares to look about him it will be 
apparent that there is room for improvement in a numbcr of respects in the 
technique of food storage and handling, 


A sine qua non of real progress in any sphere is an enlightened 
public opinion and more and more this secms to be taking shape in the 
realm of Food Hygicne, 


However, though public opinion may crcate the urge for improved 
conditions their implementation can only be sccured by proper application 
of knowlcdge of the subject, 


With a view to helping shop assistants and others in the food trades 
to acquire such knowledge various lectures and demonstrations were given 
to them, as in previous years, by Mr. Robcrtson, Chicf Assistant in the 
Department who gave much time and thought to this important work, 


During the year the trend, noted in last year's report, towards the 
provision by rctailers of refrigerated display cabincts and other forms 
of protection for foodstuffs on sale was continued. Onc fairly large 
retail groccry shop was altered during the ycar and the premiscs adapted to 
the self-service system. The resultant lay-out appears very pleasing and 
should prove of assistance in the cause of Food Hygicne. 


The issue of the Food Hygicne Regulations cnvisaged in the Food and 
Drugs (Scotland) Act, 1956, is still awaited and it is to be hoped thoy 
Will not be much longer delaycd, At the moment without such Regulations 
the range of cffcctive action possible is somewhat restricted; in one or 
two instances, however, the attcntion of managements was drawn to faulty 
practices and improvement resulted, 


Prevention of Damage by Pests Act 1949. 


There is nothing unusual to report under this hcading. The routine 
work of the Department in the destruction of rats and mice continued in 
1957, and considcrable success was achicvcd. Except for the occasional 
outbreak, the general lcvel of infestation by rats and mice in the Comty 
is by no mcans alarming. The constant attcntion given to this work over 
hea is now bearing fruit and the problem is on the whole well under 
control. 


As usual special attcntion was given to premises considered to be 
likely sources of infestation; to Local Authority refusc tips, scwage works 
and the like and to certain industrial premiscs on a contractual basis in 
accordance with long standing arrangements. 


Considcrable time was also spcnt in dealing with infcstations in 
and about dwelling houses. 


In addition to dealing with rats and mice tho services of the Comty 
Rat Catcher were invoked during the ycar for the destruction of othor 
pests such as molcs, wasps and bats, All such complaints were satisfactorily 
dealt with and the fcars of harassed houscholders thercby assuaged.

Fifty-two visits were made in connection with Infectious Diseases and 
fourteen houses were disinfected during 1957. 


In one or two cases specific household articles such as bedding were 
removed for disinfection and thereafter returned to householders, 


Many visits were paid, enquiries made and specimens collected for 
bacteriological examination in connection with suspectcd cases of 
dysentery and/or food poisoning during the yeare 


Nuisances, 


ilothing unusual occurred in this branch of the Department's work 
during the year. In all 76 nuisances necessitating 160 visits by members 
of the Department's staff had to be dealt with in 1957. The distribution 
of these nuisances was Landward Area 44, Alloa Burgh 29, Alva Burgh 1, 
Tillicoultry Burgh 1, and Dollar Burgh 1, 
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Intimations under Scction 19 of the Public Health (Scotland) Act 
1897 were sent to the authors of thcsc nuisances and all were remedied 
within a reasonable time, Wo Statutory Noticcs under Scction 20 of the 
Act were found neccessary. 


Cleansing and Scavenging. 


This branch of the Department's operations was carricd out smoothly 
and efficiently in 1957. Work here continucd to increase during the 
year but the amount of transport available to cope with it remaincd the 
same viz:- four vchicles,  Kceping this in mind and kccping in mind 
also the fact that two of the Department's four vchicles arc almost 
twelve and cight ycars old the narrow margin on which the Department 
is working and to which reference was made in last year's report contracted 
still further during the year under revicw. 


Nevertheless scrious complaints were few and thc vchicles were 
fortunately free from major mochanical mishaps. 


As a result of a special report which I submittcd to the Landward 
Committee (referred to in last year's Annual Report) dealing inter alia 
with the needs of the Cleansing Department it was agrced in principle to 
acquire two additional vehicles, A firm ordcr was subscqucntly placed 
for one vehicle delivery of which is awaited. With rcgard to the other 
vehicle a definite dccision as to makc of vchicle has still to be made.

The number of staff cmployed in the Glcansing Devartment varied from 
thirty at the beginning of 1957 to thirty-four at the end; the number of 
Gays lost through absentccism or illmess during the ycar was 149, cquivalent 
to 15% of the total man days in the Department during the ycare 


During the year there was a greater turnover of the labour foree in 
the Department than desirable and this added to the organizational 
difficultics.  ‘shile no doubt the fact that basic wagcs in the Department 
comparc somewhat unfavourably with those in industry gcnerally hclps to 
produce this unsatisfactory state of affairs, anothcr factor might well be 
the lack of social amcnitics and hygienic facilitics compared to those 
which are now the commonplace in a large scctor of industry. 


Whatever the reason the too frequent changes of employees in a Public 
Service such as Cleansing is to be deplored, militating as it does against 
efficicney and adding to costs, 


The Department was free of scrious accidents during the year and three 
out of the four drivers cmploycd received Safe Driving Diplomas which are 
given annually to drivers who have in a calendar year, not becn involved in 
an accident for which they wore in any way blamcworthy, while driving or 
being in charge of a vehicle on a Public Highway or clscwhorc. 
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Again I have to report a considerable amount of vandalism by some 
members -of the public at Public Conveniences in the County, On one 
occasion the culprits - a group of youths ~ were found and prosecuted, 
They were found guilty of causing malicious damage and fined the sum of 
£12. 


Water Supply. 


An active start to the constructional work of the joint water scheme 
for Clackmannan County Perth County, and Grangemouth Burgh, based on Loch 
Turret is still awaited although various matters of administration and 
negotiation were under review during the year by the Joint Board dealing 
with the Scheme, and some progress in this sphere can be claimed, 


The Secretary of State for Scotland's confirmation of the Draft Order 
authorising the Scheme is awaited and meantime in anticipation of the time 
when the scheme can proceed certain stocks of pipes have bcen laid down, 


During the year the chlorination of the County Water Supply by means 
of liquid chlorine was superseded by the installation of gaseous 
chlorination plant. This it is hoped will prove an improvement on 
carlicr methods and cnable better control of the process to be secured, 


Fifty-four samples of water were taken from public supplies in the 
County throughout 1957 for bacteriological and/or chemical oxamimation, 
Chemical analyses wore all satisfactory. 


So far as concerns bactcriological oxamination results wore classificd 
asi= Satisfactory 22, Suspicious 3, and Unsatisfactory ll. 


In addition fourtecn investigation samples were taken following an 
unusual complaint last summer from a small factory canteen in Alva that tho 
water had a strong carbolic taste. This ws particularly noticcable on 
boiling, The supply was from the Alva Mains Supply and no other 
complaints were reccived, The presenec of organic matcrial has been known 
in the past to give rise to phenolic contamination as has tar. Several 
samples taken at the sourco revealed some phenols caused through’ organic 
material entoring the storage tank but the proportion was not unduly high, 
aad certainly would not account for the unpalatability of the supply at the 
canteen, It was thought that a "dead end" in tho Main from which tho 
supply was taken might also be a contributing factor,’ The Works in 
question used phenols in the course of their business and it was also thought 
that there may have becn a leakage from a drain into the water supply pipc. 
However on investigation neither of these possibilities could be proved. 

The mattor cleared up spontancously and there has becn no further complaint. 


Drainage. 


Unfortunately little constructional work in connecticn with the County 
Council's comprehensive drainage schemo and none for the proposed joint 
drainage schomo for the Coalsnaughton, Devonside and Tillicoultry areas can 
be recorded in 1957, Negotiations there were aplenty, however, and here I 
quote from the County Council's Consulting Engincers who say "If planning 
and nogotiations are to be taken into account there is, of course, plenty 
to report. Negotiations have beon completed or are in hand with tho 
Departmont of Health, the River Purification Board and manufacturers in 
respect/ 
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respect of drainage schemes at Menstric, Tullibody, Coalsnaughton and 
Devonsidc. 


Progress, although not spectacular, has becn mace towards getting a 
workable schome that would be bascd on joint purification works with Alloa 
Town Council at Forthbank," 


The action taken at Tullibody and Cambus to which refcrcnee was made 
in last year's rcport has improved somcwhat the condition of the non-tidal 
stretch of the River Devon just above Cambus but full bencfit of improved 
conditions here is not possible till the cfflucnt from Glenochil Yeast 
Factory and clscwhere is satisfactorily ¢calt with and the "temporary" 
discharge of the scwage into the tidal part of the River is stopped. 


At one time during the ycar it sccmed the Scheme for clcaring the 
River Devon of the polluting sewage from Coalsnaughton, Devonsice and 
Tillicoultry was coming to fruition and that a much nccded Public Health 
improvement here would follow when the agrecd proposals of thc County 
Council and Tillicoultry Town Council were put into operation. Hopcs were 
dashed however as the approval of the Central Department conecrncd was not 
forthcoming, aparcntly on financial grounds, cven aftcr a visit from one 
of the Department's Inspcctors. 


One hundred and thrce smoke tests or other inspections of drainage 
installations were made during the ycar and routine maintcnance work on sewers 
and purification works was carricd out, 


Housing. 


The number of new houscs completed and 1lct in the County in 1957 by the 
various Local Authoritics was:= Landward Arca 101, Alloa Town Council 135, 
Alva Town Council, 62, and Tillicoultry Town Council 50, a total of 368, 


Of the above houscs thosc in the Landward Arca were cxaminecd on complction 
by this Department and the appropriatc Certificate B issucd. 


In addition to the houscs mentioned above fifty-six houscs were built in 
the Landward Arca during the year by the Scottish Spccial Housing Association, 
and works of improvement were being carricd out by the County Council to two 
houses belonging to them. 


Throughout the ycar visits continucd to houses for the purpose of 
assessing the number of “unfitness" points duc to occupicrs who had applicd 
for rchousing to the various Housing Authoritics in the County. 


Reports on the condition of one hundred and cightcen houses were 
submitted to Local Authoritics in the County during the ycar with a vicw to 
Statutory Action being takcn undcr the Housing (Scotland) Act, 1950, for their 
closure or demolition. 


Five epplications for Improvement Grant under the above Act were received 
in 1957 in respect of houses in the landward Area of the County, In each case the 
ect were visited and the proposals scrutinised, All the applications were 
a e 
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Factorics Act 1937. 


The administration of this Act prescntcd no difficultics and nothing 
calling for special comucnt was met with during the ycar, 


One hundrcd and cighty-three visits werc paid to Factorics and a fow 
matters requiring attcntion werc notcd, mainly consisting of dcfcctive 
sanitary accommodation or prcmiscs not ina clean condition. On the 
eccupicrs being notificd the faults were invariably soon put right. 


In addition to visits paid in rogard to purcly health mattcrs a 
nunber of visits were paid to Factorics in conncction with the adcquacy 
of Firc Escape provision and the continucd assistance of the Officers of 
the Central Fire Area Joint Authority in this branch of the Department's 
work is acknowledged. New Fire Escape Cortificates were issucd or 
existing Certificates amcnded where appropriatc. 


Clcan Air Act, 1956. 


During the ycar certain sections of this Act dealing with the control 
of new furnaces, control of the height of new chinneys, cstablishaicnt of 
snoke control arcas and the adaptation of fircplaces in such areas, the 
control of collicry spoilbanks, thc position under the Act of prc:iscs 
controlled under the Alkali Act, the cstablishnent of a Clean Air Council 
for Scotland, the cncouragcnent of rescarch and publicity and a few other 
matters became operative. The coming into cffect of the renaindcr of the 
Act is awaitcd,. 


The provisions of the Act cnpowcring Local Authoritics to sct up 
smoke control arcas should prove of great valuc generally and will 
certainly be of cspecial intcrost, onc imagines, to the Local Authoritics 
in the so called "black spots" in the Country where the smoke problem is nost 
acute» 


Local Authorities outwith these arcas howcver should be taking stock of 
the position so that thcy can institute the neecssary necasures, as and when 
appropriate, towards sccuring a cleaner atnosphcre, 


To this end arrangements were nade by this Departnont for the sctting 
up of snoke dcposit gauges as a first stcp in asscssing the extcnt of the 
problon in the County. One such gauge is in operation and it is hoped further 
instiumntition will follow. As this one station has only been in use for a 
short period I refrain from quoting results but it is intended to include these 
in subsequent reports. 


During the year a nunber of industrial premiscs in the County and sone 
of the Burghs thcrein were surveyed and problens of smoke control as 
affecting them werc discussed. In one casc, whore smoke emission has been 
troublesone in the past agrecncnt with the nanagenent was rcached regarding 
the installation of new boiler oquipnent which it is felt should naterially 
improve conditions. 


It is hoped to continuc this survey of industrial plants and every 
effort will be made by the Department to sceure the results cnvisaged by the 
Act, without recourse to prosecution, given a measure of goodwill on the part 
of all concerned in this inportant nattor.

lV. ORGANISATION AND ADMINISTRATION. 


MEDICAL FACILITIES IN COUNTY SCHOOLS. 


4 short description is given below of the facilities for Medical Inspection 
and clinics in each school, They range from the pleasant well-equipped clinics 
in the New Schools to the abysmal conditions prevailing at St. Mungo's. 


In the Tullibody schools unfortunately there is considerable overcrowding 
and this has led to the use of Medical Clinics as class-rooms., Whilst this is 
not unreasonable in the circumstances and while the clinics are not required 
for Medical purposes, it is but a short step to consider the clinics as class- 
rooms first and foremost. It is to be hoped that the New Primary School under 
construction will soon relieve this situation. 


In many of the older schools class=rooms or staff=-rooms are used. This is 
not always satisfactory, as some of the staff-rooms are too small, e.g. Dalmore 
and illoa Academy, and are not suitable for Medical purposes. 


ALLOA ACAD 
The very small Staff-room of the Primary School is used for the Medical 


Inspection, The waiting facilities are very unsatisfactory, as a small dark 
and dingy corridor is all that is available. 


ST. JOHN'S SCHOOL 
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ST. JOHN'S SCHOOL, 


The Headmaster's Room is used. The adjacent toilet has hot and cold water. 
The main school=hall is used as a waiting-room, The heating and lighting give 
all that can be desired. 


SOUTH. 


The main Staff-room is used. The toilct with hot and cold water is some 
distance away. The heating is good and the lighting is excellent. Parents 
have to wait in the Infant Cloak-room. 


PARK SCHOOL. 


Here, a Medical Room gives every facility apart from an adjacent toilet, 
The waiting-room is the main passage-way. 


GRANGE SCHOOL. 


A Medical Room is available. Hot and cold water, toilet, heating and 
illumination are all adequate. The waiting-room which consists of one or two 
Chairs outside this room is insufficient, but this is of no great moment as 
few parents attond at the examination of older pupils in Secondary Schools. 


LUDGATE SPECIAL SCHOOL, 


The Staff-room is used for the Medical Inspection purposes, The heating 
to supplement the steam heating, could be improved, as at present a primitive 
electric ring (two-plug) is all that can be used. Otherwise it is satisfactory, 
No waiting-room is necessary for such a small school. 


SUNNYSIDE SCHOOL. 


The 'Clinic-room', which uscd to be the Janitor's room, is used for the 
Medical Inspection. It has adequate heating and illumination, Hot and cold 
water is available, the former from a Geyser. The only toilet is upstairs 
off the Headmaster's Room. The cloak=room is used as a waiting-roonm, 


FOREBR/ES . 


There is a fine Medical Room with toilet and washing facilities, The only 
disadvantage is the table. At present a small low table from the staff-room is 
being used, A good sized table with drawer is required as permanent furnishing, 


ST. MUNGO'S SCHOOL. 


This 'Clinic-room', a converted air-raid shelter, is in a deplorable 
condition, It is reminiscent of life in the stone age. It should be demolished 
as soon as possible and proper facilities provided. 


SAUCHIE and FAIRFIELD SCHOOL, 


f. converted air-raid shelter has proved to be very satisfactory in this 
instance. Hot water and toilet facilities are provided. The Staff-room is 
used at Fairfield, It is a good sized room with good heating and lighting. 
CL/.CKMANNAN SCHOOL. 


SS 


f, Class-room is used, usually the Science class-room. The passage=way 
outside is used as a waiting-room. Hot and cold water is available in this 
large room, There is of course no separate toilet. The steam heating is 
usually adequate, The lighting is good. 
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FORESTMELL SCHOOL 


One of the two class-rooms has to be used. This is also the dining-room 
for school dinners. There is no waiting-room - no hot water ~ no toilet = in 
the main building. The lighting is satisfactory and the heating is adequate. 


DOLLAR PUBLIC SCHOOL. 


The small Staff-room of the Primary School is used. The waiting-room is 
the adjacent cloak-room which is roomy though dark. Hot and cold water are 
adequate. A toilet is adjacent. There is good lighting and a kerosine 
convector heater, 


TILLICOULTRY SCHOOL. 


The Session Room in the West Church Hall adjacent to the school is used. 
The waiting-room is the main Hall, Hot water is obtainable on the kitchen 
range to the east of the main hall. Toilet, lighting and heating are all 
satisfactory. 


ALVA ACADEMY. 


(a) The Medical Inspection Room used to be the Dental Clinic. It is also 
used as a classroom on three forenoons each week. The only toilet is some 
distance away. Heating is adequate and lighting is good. 


(b) DALMORE, 
A very small Staff-room is used for Medical Inspection purposes. 
Hot and cold water and a toilet are adjacent. One of the class-rooms is 
used for a waiting-room on the day of the Medical Inspection, 


MENSTRIE SCHOOL. 


The Staff-room is used for the Medical Inspection. This same room is also 
used as a classroom. Hot and cold water and a toilet are adjacent. The main 
school hall is used as a waiting-room, 


ST. SERF'S and ABERCROMBY SCHOOLS, TULLIBODY, 


Fine Clinics with waiting-rooms, toilets and every facility were provided 
in these modern schools. Unfortunately the schools are overcrowded at present, 
resulting in the use of the clinics as classrooms, The clinics are also used 
for Child Welfare Purposes. 


FISHCROSS SCHOOL. 


& spare classroom is used as the Inspection Room. An adjacent empty 
Classroom is used as a waiting-room. There is no hot water supply nearby. 
The toilet is not near. The lighting is satisfactory. 


_COALSNAUGHTON SCHOOL. 


The room used for the Medical Inspection is the main dining-room. For 
privacy a curtain separates a section of the main room. There is no adjacent 
hot water supply and no toilet. The heating is adequate and the lighting is 
good, Mothers wait in the main dining~room,

Routine inspection of ten schools was carried out during the year when 
7525 per cent of the school children were found to require treatment. The 
excessive consumption of sweets and lack of oral hygiena continues to give 
concern. It would seem that these two factors in the incidence of dental 
caries mst be accepted since propaganda has failed to produce any marked 
change in dental or dietary habits. 


Reports from areas where the introduction of fluoride to the domestic 
water supply has been carried out have shown encouraging results. Some 
remarkable improvements have been claimed but even if dental decay could 
be reduced by only (1 %) this would be of the greatest value in combating 
dental disease. A report by the Ministry of Health has stated that there 
is enough evidence of both the value and harmlessness of fluoridation to 
justify its controlled use in this Country. 


Of the number of children examined during the year 66 per cent of those 
with defective teeth accepted treatment, this boing an inercase of about (1 %) 
Over the previous year. 

Orthodontics:= 
As a result of neglect during pre-school years many children entering 


school require multiple extraction of temporary tecth at an early age, this 
leading to irregularitics in the pormanent dentition. 


The number of regulation appliances inserted fell slightly during the 


present year, more cases bcing completed by extraction of the mal=positioned 
tecth,
